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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The gas-fired turbine powering only the compressor and providing all of the compressed refrigerant has not 
been previously claimed. The same is true of the steam turbine being unconnected mechanically from the gas-fired turbine or the 
compressor. There are also drawing problems with the figure showing two gas-fired turbines and the amendment to claim 1 specifying 
that all power for refrigerant compression is provided by one turbine. (It is also noted that the air compressors are not shown in the 
drawing-this was taken as obvious by the examiner, but would be helpful to add to drawings if applicant is going to change them to show 
one fuel fired compressor). 
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
